The Lowest Kind 
Of a Trick— 

Back in Mobile, Alabama, the 

building trades council has run 
into one of the lowest of 
low tricks ever to be 
pulled on any organiza- 
tion. 

A representative of 
the council, while em- 
ployed under salary by 
the council, sold out to 
the CIO and the com- 

munist party for the sum of $1,000 
and $50 a week salary. 

This report comes from an A. 
F. of L. organizer who made the 
investigation for the council. He 
said on investigation he found the 
following: 

That a Mr. Hooper, secretary of 
the trades council, had approached 
a former business agent of the la- 
borers’ union and asked him to 
form a CIO trades council. Hooper 
said he already had _ sufficient 
members to start the council at 
once. When charges were made 
against the secretary he then 
spilled everything he knew. And 
here’s what he said: 


A large real estate firm in Mo- 
bile and CIO officials and repre- 
sentatives of the communist party 
had come to him offering $1,000 for 
the council’s records (in his poses- 
sion at the time) and $50 a week 
to do the job. These officials, he 
said, told him that the communist 
party had $100,000 to spend in five 
southern states to form CIO build- 
ing trades councils . that the 
communists wanted to eliminate 
the A. F. of L. from local jobs en- 
tirely. 

Delegates to the council were 
shocked beyond words when it was 
discovered this representative was 
a member of the party, the A. F. 
of L. organizer said. 

The above is only a small exam- 
ple of what the “commies” would 
do to the A. F. of L. and proves 
their definite connection with the 
CIO and other forces who are out 
to ruin the labor movement in 
America. 


Picketing AFL Jobs— 

Another example of the lowdown 
tricks of the CIO is found in sev- 
eral large eastern cities where the 
A. F. of L. tradesmen are employed 
on jobs, under signed agreements, 
and these very jobs are being pick- 
eted by the CIO, who are doing 
nothing but taking the employers’ 
part in trying to ruin legitimate 
unionism. 

It’s another “raiding” scheme of 
the CIO. The CIO first came into 
existence, headed by John L. Lewis, 
who promised to organize the un- 
organized in the factories and 
mines but now his CIO has 
branched out and willing to accept 
building trades work at a wage 
scale from 25 to 50 per cent lower 
than the A. F. of L.’s scale. + 

Under this form the CIO should 
not be called a union they 
should be called a bunch of strike- 
breakers and wage cutters... the 
goons that are willing to work by 
undercutting the other fellow. 

And they tell us how good they 
are... that they are union men. 

There isn’t a spark of union prin- 
ciple in the whole mob .. . they’re 
“union raiders” ... chiselers and 
the worst kind of competition a de- 
cent respectable union man has to 
contend with.

It would mean 
the elimination of such outfits as 
the “commies”, the Bund and other 
foreign gangs that intend to take 
over America by force and vio- 
lence. 

All we need now is a bill outlaw- 
ing foreigners from holding office 
in.any organization. It would mean 
that legitimate trade, especially on 
the waterfront, wouldn’t be inter- 
fered with for a long time, and 
that a certain guy would have to 
go to Australia to do his dirty work.

Mr. Green Replies to Pegler 


Article No. 2

There is just as much truth to the charge that the American Federa- 
tion of Labor is a racketeering organization preying upon the workers 
of the country as there is to Adolph Hitler’s charge that democracy is a 
device by which racketeering politicians prey upon the people. 

Would it be fair to condemn American democracy because of a Teapot 
Dome scandal and the disclosure that even a cabinet officer has been 
corrupt? 

Would you lose faith in the courts and American justice because the 
senior judge of the United States circuit court of appeals is now serving 
a jail term for betraying his trust? 

Would you lose confidence in the feaeral reserve system and start 
hoarding your savings under a mattress because a number of prominent 
bankers have been sentenced to prison for crookedness? 

Would you condemn the police system of an entire city because an 
individual member of the force is exposed as a bribe taker? 

Would you reject the capitalistic system and join the communist party 
‘because certain corporation officials have run off with the stockholders’ 
money? ‘ 

Well, then, there is just as much sense in Westbrook Pegler’s attacks 
upon the American Federation of Labor because he has found two union 
officials with criminal records. 

The two men named by Mr. Pegler are Willie Bioff and George Scalise. 

I have never met Mr. Bioff nor spoken to him. He is an appointed rep- 
resentative of his union. The facts in his case are that he has been asso- 
ciated with the union movement only five or six years. The crime for 
which he was convicted in Chicago took place many years before that 
and had nothing to do with his subsequent union activities. He is now 
charged with having evaded his sentence and the case is before the 
courts. It is up to the officers and members of the union by which Mr. 
Bioff is employed to decide whether they wish to be represented by a 
man of his character. My personal views in the matter are well known 
to the officers of this particular union. However, Mr. Bioff is not re- 
sponsible to me but to them. And the elected officers of the union are 
responsible to the members of the union. If the officers and members of 
the union are dissatisfied with Mr. Bioff, the union’s constitution pro- 
vides the means of getting rid of him. If the officers and members of 


the union feel that Mr. Bioff’s record is a good one and that he should! 


be retained, they have the right to stick by him. The American Feder- 
ation of Labor itself cannot intervene in such cases and I will explain 
why in the next article. 

Now as to Mr. Scalise. I have known Mr. Scalise during the two years 
he has been president of the building service employes’ union. It appears 
that Mr. Scalise at the age of seventeen was convicted of a crime. He 
served his sentence in Atlanta penitentiary. When this fact was pub- 
lished by Mr. Pegler after a lapse of twenty-five years, Mr. Scalise came 
to me and voluntarily told me his story. 

He said that ever since he got out of jail he had gone straight. He sub- 
mitted a detailed record of his life to prove that assertion. It showed he 
had worked steadily at various jobs, in an automobile plant, for an in- 
surance company and as a chauffeur. He became active in a local team- 
sters’ union in Brooklyn and later accepted a job as organizer for the 
building service employes’ union, which promoted him to higher posi- 
tions until he became president in 1937. 

Mr. Scalise said he had married and had a daughter and that the first 
knowledge his wife and daughter received of his criminal record was 
when they read it in cold print in Mr. Pegler’s column. He said he lives 
with his wife and daughter and his parents in a cottage in Brooklyn, 

Furthermore, Mr, Scalise charged that certain local officials of his 
union whom he had exposed for alleged misappropriation of funds were 


responsible for reviving and spreading by anonymous circulars the un- 
fortunate early chapter of his life. Mr. Scalise made the point that if he 
were himself a racketeer he certainly would not be active in extirpating 
racketeering in his union. 

If Mr. Scalise’s story is true—and I have no reason to doubt it- —surely 
Mr. Pegler rendered no public service in exposing the sordid story of his 
past. As I understand the theory of penology and the principles of de- 
cency, the object of punishment is to make the culprit see the error of 
crime and mend his ways. If a man commits a crime, pays the penalty 
and then goes straight, is he to be penalized for his past for the rest of 


his life? 

The American Federation of Labor’s membership is made up of human 
beings. They are subject to human frailties. They cannot all be perfect. 
But during its sixty years of existence, dishonesty has been the rare ex- 
ception rather than the rule in the American Federation of Labor and I 
think that Mr. Pegler has unconsciously helped to prove this.

A state-wide warning of a new 
type of fraud on working people 
was issued this week by H. C. Car- 
rasco, state labor commissioner, 
who called attention to the “Flor- 
ida construction scheme.” Carrasco 
urged job applicants to report em- 
ployment agencies and other hir-! 
ing halls which do not conspicu- 
ously display a state license. 


W. H. McLee, who advertised in| 
a San Francisco newspaper that he 
wanted “2,000 men and women—| 
laborers of all kinds’—was the 
latest to fall under the official ban| 
of the state labor commissioner’s 
office.

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GLASS BOTTLE 
BLOWERS SHOW 
PROGRESS 


The following report should be 
of interest to all members of or- 
ganized labor as well as to mem- 
bers of the glass bottle blowers’ 
association. 

The slack period experienced by 
the glass bottle industry seems to 
have leveled off during the past 
month, and if the March produc- 


tion and shipment figures for the 
past six years are a true indication 
they should show an improvement 
during the remainder of this month. 

Production during February con- 
tinued at a fair rate or an average 
that most plants maintained during 
the greater part of 1939; however, 
shipments fell off considerably, 
and while the production drop in 
February was seasonal, March 
brought no stopping of this fall- 
ing off.

Strike!!! 

Remembering that this article 
was written last "Wednesday eve- 
ning, we list recent events. 


After eleven months of negotia- 
ting with M. Friedman Paint com- 
pany (Morwear paints) and the 
Walter N. Boysen Paint company, 
the paint makers’ union voted to 
strike by a three to one majority, 
in an effort to obtain the union 
agreement. 


The employers flatly and finally 
refused to compromise or arbitrate 
on the five points at issue. 


These issues are: 

1. Wage increase. 

2. Vacations with pay. 

3. Seniority rights. 

4. Union shop. 

5. War clause. 

For the information of the entire 
labor movement who have so won- 
derfully co-operated with the paint 
makers’ union, and for the public 
at large, we list the reasons for 
asking these points in the agree- 
ment: 

1. Wage Increase. The union ap- 
pointed a committee to investigate 
all pertaining conditions relative to 
a wage increase. This committee 
spent the late months of 1938 and 
the early months of 1939 in thor- 
oughly checking costs of living, 
company profits, competitive an- 
giles, etc., and reported back to the 
union that they felt a 10 per cent 
wage increase was fair and in or- 
der. This the union asked of the 
employers last May, 1939. Then, as 
now, we have always been given 
a definite “NO” for an answer. 

The union attempted compro- 
mise, but again the employers re- 
mained positive in the stand for 
refusing the union’s request. 

Finally the union asked for arbi- 
tration. We felt that a strike would 
be detrimental to all parties con- 
cerned directly as well as to the 
public in general. But, again to our 
surprise, the employers refused ... 
refused to grant their employes the 
right to arbitration. 

2. Vacation with Pay. At present 
there are some fifty paint manu- 
facturers in the bay region. Ap- 
proximately 43 of them are grant- 
ing two weeks’ vacations with pay. 
The union feels that all plants 
should be willing to grant two 
weeks’ vacation with pay after two 
years’ employment and one week’s 
vacation after one year’s employ- 
ment. Aren’t we justified in asking 
for this clause in the agreement? 

3. Seniority rights. Seniority is a 
recognized right of every worker. 
The union completely recognizes 
the employer’s right to promote or 
transfer his employes as he deems 
best; the union admits and heartily 
concurs in the fact that an em- 
ployer should have the unrestricted 
right to fire any man not doing his 
job right. But we do insist that an 
employe that has been long in the 
faithful service of any company, 
who has consequently been instru- 
mental in the success that company 
is enjoying today, has an equity in 
his job. That equity is his seniority. 
As long as he justly turns out an 
honest day’s work his_ seniority 
should be untainted by the possi- 
bility of personalities or relative 
preference or religious or other in- 
tolerance on the part of some fore- 
man or superintendent. 

4. Union Shop. At the present 
time the paint makers’ union en- 
joys 100 per cent unionization in 
these paint factories. The members 
unanimously desire a union shop 
clause. Why do the employers re-| 
fuse? There would be no coercion 
or intimidation. It is imperative 
that the union gain this clause as 
the international brotherhood of 
painters’ regulations which govern 
the paint makers’ unions call for 
such a clause. 

5. War Clause. This we believe 
to be one of the most important 
clauses any union might attempt 
to gain for its members. It would 
prevent a recurrence of some of 
those distasteful things that hap- 
pened after the last war. For in- 
stance, men who had left their jobs, 
their homes, their families, to 
serve in the armed forces, to risk 
their lives in the last war, did not 
in thousands upon thousands of | 
cases, find their job waiting for 
them when they came back. Is it 
right to refuse any employe the 
guarantee to his job that if he 
should serve in the armed forces of 
his country in time of war? Is it 
right to let him risk his life in pro- 
tecting these same _ factories, to 
subject his family to the absence} 
of a loved one as well as place 
them economically helpless, and 
then leave open the possibility that 
some stay-at-home who was safe 
from the horrors of war, who drew 
down the big pay checks, might

Minimum Pay Fixed 
For N. Y. Restaurants 


An order setting 20 and 30 cents 
an hour as minimum wages for a 
week of 24 to 45 hours, affecting 
50,000 women and male minors em- 
ployed in restaurants in New York 
state, will go into effect June 3, it 
was announced by Miss Frieda S.
